Help and One Wanted o Dis,

of His Grandmother — Chairaan

Helms  Objected — Bridges and

Roads—Jurors Drawn.

That Union county crecks sullered
from the recent ruins was wmply
proven by the flow of bills for bridge
repalrs taat greeted the County Cotu-
missioners jn the early part of their
sesnion yuesterday, The bills ranged
anywhere from §7 lo $60.  Other
bidges need repuicing, as was at-
tested by the mauy persons who cun-
ferred with the Comniissioners in re-
gand (o the proper procedure, Seyver-
al dites were arranged for Chahiman
L. R. Helms to make personal fa-
spection of needed work, and he will
report to the board the result of lis
fuyestigations.

There were also several applice
tions for help, but as toe poor fund
I elready overdrawn, the Cowminis-
sioners deferred action in the majort
ty of the cases, with the intentlon of
making iovestigutions and weoding
out some that really do not need
help, vne old colored man, who was
well-dressed, appeared  before the
board and solicited ald, but his ap-
pearance did pot indicate that he was
sulfering. His name is Richard dun-
peyeutt, and he lives npear Marsh-
ville. As the board was theuw not
very busy, they quizzed the old
gentleman concerning his condition,
and the following conversation en-
sued :

Q. “What are you doing to earn
a living?"

A. “Choppin’ a little cotton.”

Q. “Who are you living with?"

A. “My chilhen.”

Chalyman Laney Inlerrupted, and
sald: "Uncle, you are oo well dress-
ed to be soliciting ald from the coun-
ty. If you expect to be successful
in your suit, you should come be-
fore us in rags, Hmp a ltde, and have
a coterie of prominent citizens (o
testify to your [nability to mike a
living,. Why you ure better dressed
than 1 anmn.”

To this the old darkey replied:
“Yaa, =uh, but dese is all de clove
I's got, and 1 has to make ‘em list,
case 1 don’t know when I'se goin’
to git anymore, Den Use honest and
Fee doa't want o make no false
impress‘'n."”

ksq, Laney then poppod up and ad-
viged the old man to wait until cold
weather set in, for the alr was now
balmy and the fruit crop this year
was bountitul, The questioning pro-
ceedod

Q. “Are you a preacher?”

A. "No, guh, I hain't."

Q. “Why don't you take that up®”

A. "Case bogs, 1 don't like to tuke
up a Ung and not git away wit i.”

Squire Laney: “Don’t you want to
go down to my place and stay with
me? U1 give you a nice place to stay
at night, feed you, and you can cul
a lttle wood and do odd chores in
return for this treatment.”

Mr, Helms
asked him (f he would really let his
grandmother go to the county home,
“Yes, suh,” was the ready and cold-
blooded answer (rom Albert,

“Then, retalinted Mr. Helms, “all
that I have got to say, be you white
or black, any able-bodied man that

would allow bis grandmother, or any

other near relative for that matter,
g0 to the county home, 1 say that
man ought to be put on the chaln
gang."

But this fierce dispay of rhetoric
did not deter the perserving Albert,
who was very insistent. Finally, the
board got rid of him by referring him

Mrs. H. R. Laney, Sanitary Inspoe
tor for Monroe, petitloned the Come-
missioners to prohibit the keeping of
hogs within a certam preseribed aren
outside of the city !mits, She de-
elapod that complainte had been come-
Ing toe her from residents near the
outskirts of the town of the odor and
flies created from heg pens that were
not inside (he city, and therefore not
under the jurisdiction of the Alder-
men, The city prohibits the kecping
of hoge wiihin the town limits, and
Mrs. Laney desired this suppiemvn-
tary prutection from: the County
Commissioners,

The buat « wers of the opinion that
they could not interfere in this pat-
ter, unless it were proven that the
pens were g source of slekness, How-
ever, the matter was held pending.
Lee Puts in Word for Good Rods,

Mr. W. 8. Lee, who appeared with
severul other gentlemen in the inter-
est of & bridge on the Camden rond,
near Mr. T. E. Williams' home, con-
demned the present system of sinall
bridges that are being constantly e
placed by the same material cnusing
a continuous expense and worry (o
the county, He recommended thar
steol culverts be used entively, whvre
permissable, clafming that it “would
thien be a permanent Job and would
be cheaper in the long run.

MRS.LANEY NOT REELECTED

LADY SANITARY OFFVICERS
JOB DISCONTINUED ON
GROUND OF ECONOMY

Aldermen Said Her Work Had Been
Done Well and There Was No Per-
sonal Complaint — Other Matters
Betore City Aldenmen Last Night.
Mrs. Henry R. Luney was relieved

of her duties as Sanitary Inspector

last night at the monthly meeting of
the eity aldermen. The action dig
not oceasion much surprise, as it bad
been in the iy for some time that
she would be discharged. Alderman

[J. B. Stmpson championed her cause,

stating “that more real sanitary work
had been done by Mrs, Laney than
ever done at any time In the history
of the city.” But when the matter
came to a vote, Mr. Simpson was the
only one who voted for her reelection,
Sikes and Williams voted against her
reelection, and Fairley did not vote,
Henderson was not present.

Mr, Williams, in opposing the re-
election of Mrs. Laney, sald: *Mrs,
Laney is probably the best woman
Sanitary Inspector that we could get,
but 1 am opposed to a woman filling
the shoes of a man. She has reach-
ed the point In her work where she
can do little but advize and point
out sanitary violations, while hor as-
sistant, Mr. Paul Grirfith, has to do
the hard part of the work."

Mr. Sikes voted against Mrs,
Laney's reelection on the grounds of
economy, “If the city,” said Mr.
Sikes, “was able to pay $100 a month
for sanitation, I would not Interpose
any objections to AMys, Laney's re-
appointment, but every one knows
the financial shape of the eity can
not really stand such an expense,"

Mre, Luney has held her job down
for two months, and the aldermen ex-
pressed their approval of the good
work she had done. She had been
instrumental in getting many homes
and business houses to install sewer-
age, and she hus had  several un-
sanitary draing stopped up, She ls
well-worth the money, sild one of
the Board, but the eity really hasn't
got the money Lo spare,

Mr. Paul Griffith, who has had
charge of the street gung for the past
thirty daye, wias promoted to Sanis
tury Inspector immediately after the
dizchutrge of Mrs, Laney, Alderman
Willlun spoke in highest terms of
prafse for Mr. Gilffith’s work, and
reconmmended that he be tried out as
sanitary inspector, Mrs, Laney
drawing u =alary of $60 per mon

Other Mattors.

AMr. J. T. Shute wants the city to
extend the power line to the elty
Hmita on the Wolf Pond road in or-
der that he can sceure power oy the
operation of his new gin, which Is
now in the process of construction,
Mr. Curtis Lee, Superintendent ol
Water & Light Department, was eall-
ed in, and asked about the matter
He stated that the loe would have
to be connecied at  the  Methodist
churceh cornet, and thonee to the el
line. Mr. Shute hed declared that he
would pay for the Installation of the
line from the eity Hmits to his plant.
Mr. Lee also sald that the line would
cortl the city $400, or perhaps maore,

Mr. Shute stated that he would
guarantee the city an annual rental
of $250 for power, and It he econsum-
ed more than this he would pay In
proportion. Hig guarantee would list
for five years. The aldermen declded
to install the line for My, Shute, and
Messrs, G. 8. Lee, Jr,, Clity Clerk,
and . W. Lee, togethor with the
City Attorneys, were authorized to
confer with Mr. 8hute and draw up o
contract.

SFrog Pond™ Knooked.

Mr, €. B. Adams made complaint
of o vaeant lot pext door to his home
on Houston street, the property of
Mr. 8. B. Bundy, claiming that it was
very unsanitary and a hreeding place
for mosauitoes, He said that the lot
was covered with water ik spots, ana
was never dry., He further staled
that he had offered to buy the lot,
but the owner would not sell it.  The
Aldermen promised Mr. Adams inng
diate relief, and My, J. B. Simpson,
Chalrman of the Sanitation Commit-
toe, was requested to confer with Mr,
Buady ae soon as possible and ovder
the condition of the place changed

Wants Sewer Line,

Mr. 8. 0. Blalr wants a sewer lino
erected on Griffith street, to connect
with the main line at the interseciion
of Stewart and Windsor streets, No
definite action was taken, but Messrs
Willinms and C. W. Lee were request-
ed to investigate the matter and con-
fer with Mr. Blalr,

Mr. Raymond Shute acked that he
be allowed to connect geveral hulld-
ings on one sewer line, and it was
granted,

Superintendent  Lee notified, the
Aldermen that he had condemn®d the
plumbing at the county jail. The Al
dermen upheld his action, and re-
quested the clerk to notlfy the county
officlals at once,

BANBITS ROB PAY CAR

OF LARGE sU L

Hold Up Paymaster Borroughs Ad-

ding Machine Company for Oyer
830,000—Use an Automobile,
Detrolt « Mich.) Dispateh, Aug. 4.

Five unmuasked automobile bundits
early this alternoon held up an auto-
mobile in which §50,000 pay roll
money was being taken to the plam
of the Burroughs Adding Machine
Company and before astonished
guards could offer resistance snatehed
five bags of six In the car said to
have conlained $33,000 or $40,000
and escaped.

The hold-up occurred on Burroughs
avenue, between Woodward and Muass
avenues in view of hundreds of em-
ployees of nearby automobile facto-
ries and the usual afternoon throngs
on Woodward avenue.

Rudolph Cooper, a Burroughs
guard, was shot through the the thigh
struck on the head with the butt end
of a pistol when he tried to intercept
the robbers,

Witnesses  declared that the five
bandits apparently ranged In age
from 18 to 60 years. No one, how-
ever, seomed able to give a good de-
seription.  They were prmed with rl-
fies und automatico pistols,

Witneszes of the daring rabbery de
clared the apparent failure of the pay
ey puards to reslize what was ocenr-
ring alded the bandlts® gpecess, One
gunrd sadd he thought a motion plet-
ure wcenurio was being stuged

Although policemen on motor oy
cles and In antomobiles were quickly
sent in pursuit of the bandite, they
had not been  rounded up tonight.
Eleven machioes filled with officer
woere scouring the country in every di-
rection tonight after a frultless chase
of thiriy-gix miles, Early this even-
ing the bandits were thought to have
been cornered  about thirty  miles
northwest of the eity, but when offl-
cors cloged in the bandits' car was
not to be found.
